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Nineteenth Sunday after Trinity 
NO CARRY OVER 

Episle: Ephesians 4: 22-28. 

“Be ye angry an sin not: let not the 
sun go down upon your wrath.” Eph. 4:28. 

The emphasis is upon the last part of 
the verse. We are not admonished to get 
angry, but when a person gets angry then 
he should be careful not to sin, and not 
to retain his anger. A Christiain is not 
necessårily a person who never gets angry. 
There is such a thing as holy wrath, or 
divine anger. “For our God is a consum- 
ing fire.” Heb. 13:29. Nevertheless in 
God’s anger there is no bitterness. So 
often with us this is not the case. 

The regenerated person has still the old 
man which is corrupt and must be put off. 
Sad to say there is often so much of self 
mixed into our motives, words and actions. 
Your anger is not always provoked by 
the injustice and unrighteousness that you 
find around you. Your wrath should be 
kindled when you witness the oppression 
of the poor, and the blasphemy against 
God, that so commonly take place. More 
often, however, your anger is over per¬ 
sonal affairs. It mav be in you and not 
in the other person. A word mav be said 
that you take up wrong. Or your wish 
' may not be considered, nor your advice 
sought. You may be touchy and self- 
centered. 

The text todav speaks of an anger, that 
may be justified. Nevertheless, when you 
get angry, sin not. It is recognized that 
a person under the emotion of anger may 
commit sin that he afterwards will bitterly 
regret. Be not a slave of your emotions, 
but be a master over them. 

Furthermore when there is good reason 
for your anger, do not keep it in your 
heart forever. “Let not the sun go down 
upon your wrath.” Each day should be 
a day of accounting with nothing to carry 
over to the next dav. Although you may 
have suffered wrong during the day, do 
not harbour any ill feelings toward the 
- person that wronged you. Remember that 
you, too, have so much that needs to be 
forgiven by God, Who said, “Vengeance is 
mine, I will repay.” Rom. 12:19. 

If anger is harboured in your heart, it 
will poison your soul. When anger is 
retained it tums to bitterness. Then you 
sin both against God, your fellowman and 
yourself. God commands, “Love your en- 
emies, bless them that curse you, do good 
to them that hate you, and pray for them 
which despitefully use you and persecute 
you.” Mt. 5:44. You sin against the 
person with whom you are angry. Instead 
of praying for him, you may provoke him 
to further sinning. Instead of winning him 
for Christ, your attitude will show that 
you have no love or concern for his soul, 
and thereby you may help a sinner to 
harden his heart against the call of the 
Holy Spirit. Certaihly your anger is a 
great sin against yourself. You rob your¬ 
self of much peace and joy. And you 
render yourself unfit for the service in the 
kingdom of God if you keep anger in your 
heart. Much harm will be done to the 
local congregation and to the Church by 
church members, or professing Christians 
who are not on speaking terms with one 
another. Your attitude and your action 
may have etemal consequences. Worst of 
all, “if ye forgive not men their trespasses 
neither will your Father forgive your tres¬ 
passes. Mt. 5:15. 

When the day is over, confess your sins 
to God, and pray for them that may have 
wronged you during the day. Then your 
sins will be forgiven, and your heart, freed 
from wrath and bitterness, will be at rest. 

“Soon for me the light of day 

Shall forever pass away; 

Then from sin and sorrow free 

Take me, Lord, to dwell with Thee.” 

Amen!

The American Business Men s Research 
Foundation issues the following, “Repeal in 
One Sentence”: “Despite the claim repeal 
would make for temperance and reduce the 
use of booze, the facts show that in 1943 
more than 2,450,000,000 gallons of legal- 
ized liquor were sold in the U.S.A. a more 
than 100% increase per capita in ten years, 
and also a more than 132% increase in 
the per capita consumption of alcohol di- 
verting over $37,000,000,000 from retail 
trade in groceries, clothing. household, ut- 
tilites and other legitimate business.” Some 
sentence! 

John M. Cummings feature writer for 
the Philadelphia Inquirer sends his paper 
the foUowing: “Washington is the center 
of a cocktail industry in this country—If 
General Marshall and Admiral King at¬ 
tended all the cocktail parties to which they 
have been invited the war would be drown- 
ed in a vat of Martinis and Manhattans.

Three beautiful Days 

A few months ago we commemorated 
the birth of Jesus. This festival, so full 
of joy, so rich in meaning, has become 
very precious to the Christian Church. 
It was the occasion of the giving of the 
first Christmas gift. God gave us His 
Son. What does Christmas mean? God 
loves us and has given us a Savior. 
“... thou shalt call his name Jesus; for 
it is he that shall save his people from 
their sins.”

What was finish¬ 
ed? His work of redemption./ Your sins 
and mine were paid for when “Christ died 
for the ungodly”—Rom. 5:6. God said 
“Amen” to the finished work of Jesus by 
raising Him from the dead. We are re- 
conciled to God. “Who was delivered up 
for our trespasses, and was raised for our 
justification.” Rom. 4:25. One with Him 
in His death; one with Him in His resur- 
rection — if we believe. Have you re- 
pented of your sins and accepted Jesus 
as your own personal Savior? 

A third festival in our Church year is 


Pentecost. It came on May twenty-eighth 
this year. What does Pentecost mean? It 
means fifty. But it means more than that. 
The fifty has reference to the fifty days 
between the Resurrection and the Day of 
Pentecost. Then it was that Jesus sent 
the Ploly Spirit upon the disciples gathered 
at Jerusalem. This was the beginning of 
the Christian Church; it was bom on that 
day. The Holy Spirit is here. He lives 
in and works through the Word. 

He wants to bring you and me to Jesus. 
Do you let Him? Do your read your 
Bible with an open heart? Do you go to 
Church and Sunday School with an open 
heart? If you do, I am sure that the 
Holy Spirit has much to tell you. “Howbeit 
when he, the Spirit of truth, is come, he 
shall guide you into all the truth.” Jn. 
16:13. 

The sending of His Son, the death and 
resurrection of Jesus, the giving of the 
Holy Spirit, are God’s most important 
foundation stones in the building of His 
Church. God founded and upholds His 
Church. This Church is for you and for 
me. Has God done all this in vain for 
you? Did Jesus die in vain for you?

RIKDOM

For Fattig og Rik. 
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What Can Be Done To Awaken 
Greater Spiritual Life In Our 
Churches or Congregations 

This should be a timely and vital ques- 
tion when we see that in our congregations 
there is not the spiritual life that we have 
the right to expect. 

The question which concems us most is 
what can be done to awaken more spiritual 
life in our congregations. First of all every 
soul which has the spirit of prayer should 
cry out, that God in rich measure may 
pour out his spirit upon Christendom, upon 
our homes, upon our christian schools, upon 
our ministers, the congregations and the 
individual christians, also that he give us 
a vision so that we may see the spiritual 
need round about us. 

We know there are many chunChes and 
congregations that are broken down, and 
the cause has not been with bombs and 
shells either, but the trouble was in most 
cases the sin of indifference, carelessnes in 
their own spiritual life, and less concem 
for the Word of God, therefore it still is 
that the condition of the churches depend 
on the members of the congregations. We 
are daily strengthening or weakening the 
church by our life and attitude toward it. 

To have spirit filled churches we must 
have spirit filled members. Now Jesus did 
not mean we were only to pray that he 
send forth laborers into his harvest field, 
and we ourselves do nothing. No, he wants 
us to pray and work, and work hard, for 
we know that hand in hand with the most 
fervent prayer for the gift and guidance 
of the holy spirit, must also go, under the 
leadership of that same spirit, the most 
intense work for the awakening of ones 
own soul to more spiritual life by the use 
of the means which God himself has given, 
so that we can become fit vessels for the 
master’s use. 

In 2. Tim. 6—8, we see that Timothy 
himself for various reasons had begun to 
become somewhat slack and listless, both 
in public preaching and his private life. 
There is no longer that spirit of fearless 
and power which he had at the beginning 
of his ministry. Paul then writes to 
Timothy and exhorts him by saying, 
“Wherefore I put thee in remembrance that 
thou stir up the gift of God, which is in 
thee through the laying on of my hands. 
For God hath not given us the spirit of 
fear, but of power and of love and of a 
sound mind. Be not thou therefore, 
ashamed of the testimony of our Lord nor 
of me His prisoner. Some times a servant 
of God can be tempted to supress some 
of the things which they know to be of¬ 
fensive to their congregations. May God 
give lis servants who are fearless in preach¬ 
ing his word and who are not afraid to 
declare and apply the law of God when- 
ever it is necessary so that their testimony 
to sleeping sinners can become a real 
watchman’s cry, arousing the conscience to 
the knowledge of sin and contrition. 

Now let us look a little at what we as 
Individual Christians can do to contribute 
to he spiritual welfare of our congregations. 
This cannot, or should not be left to the 
pastor alone. We know that we all have 
not the same gifts, and many would say 
like this, there is nothing I can do, I have 
no talents. Sure enough we cannot all 
be apostles, ministers, missionaries or lay 
men. Even amongst the disciples there was 
a diversity of gifts. John had been given 
a clear vision he was first to recognize 
Jesus, he was called the disciple of love, 
the eye of love sees more clearly than any 
other. It is wonderful how genuine good- 
ness can draw to itself. The secret of this 
kind of living is not to be ministered unto 
but to minister, in considering one’s self 
not too good to serve the most unworthiest 
of God’s creatures. 

Then there was Peter, always ardent 
and courageous first to enter the tomb on 
Easter morning. 

The other five disciples who are in the 
ship, quitely ply their vocation of drawing 
the net, they had their strength in the 
quiet patient endurance with which they 
follow their vocation. A mother works 
quietly in her home attending to the wel¬ 
fare of her family, both spiritually and 
physically, and even finds time to minister 
unto those who are sent about to preach 
the word. Maybe she isn’t able to say 
much in public, but God has given her 
two hands, and with these she ministers

An honored couple, Mr. and Mrs. A.

Of hospitable disposition their home was 
a haven where many a weary servant of 
God found rest and comfort. During cir- 


unto the Servant of God. Gives him a 
comfortable bed and tends to his bodily 
welfare, so he can have a home away from 
home. Much of the work will go by un- 
noticed but God will recompense her, and 
in this way perhaps she has been the 
means of promoting much spiritual work, 
where she lives. 

The same Lord who sent the disciples 
into the world has sent you to be one 
of his witnesses. The church needs that 
special gift of yours, however humble that 
gift may be. The janitor is just as much 
needed as you, who can get up and sing 
beautifully. The church needs us and we 
need the church so we can grow together 
and be an instrument in God’s hands. If 
we would all make use of the talents God 
has given us, then the spiritual work in 
the congregations would not need to suffer. 
If we should be so unfortunate as to be 
without a Pastor for a few months, we 
should by now have come far enough so 
that we could carry on prayer meetings, 
sunday school and Luther League. We can 
also carry on gospel meetings which would 
furnish opportunity to the members of the 
congregations to give expression to subjects 
which may be close to their hearts, where 
they can meditate upon the Word of God 
with prayer and be edified. 

The New Testament tells us that not 
only did our Saviour and his disciples talk 
together, principally conceming spiritual 
matters, but that there was in the apostolic 
churches a peculiar urge upon the members 
to communicate with one another con- 
cerning one thing needful, and the affairs 
of the kingdom of God, such conversation 
and meetings will no doubt serve to ad- 
vance and strengthen the spiritual life. 

This then leads to a matter, we believe, 
to be of vital importance to the spiritual 
life in the congregation, namely the Church 
in the home. There is one tragic thing 
about so many church members to-day, 
they do not carry the church with them 
into their homes. They attend church on 
Sundays, but do not see the necessity of 
daily reading and applying the word of 
God in the home. Don’t you think that 


cuit meetings, and conventions the home 
would usually be filled to capacity. They 
were an asset to the church and community, 
eamest in their christian faith, rearing their 
children in the faith, always giving freely 
to all worthy efforts and setting an example 
of christian living. It was expressed that 
for them life had not been merely toil and 
emptiness but had been filled with the 
mercies of God. 

A short program was given presided over 
by their local pastor, the Rev. E. B- R. 
Haave who led in devotion. A song in 
Norwegian composed for the occasion was 
sung the children. The refrain was “Gud 
velisnge denne dagen’’. A lengthy poem 
prepared by a relative was read. E. Knudt- 
son read the 90th Psalm and on behalf of 
the assembled friends presented a sub¬ 
stantial purse to the guests of honor.

the spiritual life of our congregation would 
be strengthened as never before, if the 
father in the home would gather his family 
and servants for the purpose of daily pray¬ 
er?, and thus make use of the spiritual 
priesthood which God has given him. You 
father can be a shepherd in your own home, 
and you mother can be a shepherdess. 
What an impression the children would 
receive and carry with them out into life 
from such homes, and when these children 
establish a home of their own, they will 
carry on this same practise, here can be 
seen what a great responsibility we as 
parents have. Too many parents are 
shirking their God given duties and use 
as an excuse the blessed opportunities 'that 
the church offers. Instead of bringing up 
the children in the fear and admonition of 
the Lord they leave that to the Sunday 
school teacher and to the Pastor in the 
confirmation class. The sunday school was 
not meant to take the place of parental 
instruction, nor church worship family 
worship, nor the pastors work individual 
witnessing, but rather to help along and 
extend, the work of the church. So often 
this extending work of the church fails 
because there is nothing to extend. Where 
Cl>rist is not the head of the home there 
is poor material for spiritual service in 
the church. We teach the children that 
it wrong to steal, take Jesus name in vain, 
yet in their homes they see these very 
things practised, how then can we .expect 
any results. The only hope we have is 
that the seed has been sown and that 
God will bless it so that some day it will 
bear fruit. 

Before the church can be a strong spir¬ 
itual force there must be a church in the 
home, where children are taught to fear, 
love and trust in God, and to believe in 
Jesus as theeir Personal Saviour. Where 
God’s word is used daily, the home and 
every day life must witness to the saving 
grace of Christ. When such homes are In 
the church we can look for a spirit filled 
church. 

Let us look a little at the pioneer mother. 
We have only to go back to our own 


childhood days for that. I can remember 
we had not church or sunday school, but 
mother brought with her from Minnesota, 
the catechism, the explanation, the Bible 
and bible history and also the hymn book. 
Mother herself was the school master and 
when an occasional lay man or pastor would 
come around, we would take great pride in 
reciting to him from these books. Our 
pioneer mothers made use of what they 
had, and when we think of what they had 
to do with, to what we have now it cer- 
tainly was not much, now with all the 
various helps and books, splendid books 
for the family altar. There is one book 
called “Two Minutes with God”, surely 
we can spend that much time with God 
and our family. There is no excuse for 
neglecting this most important work we 
know that from our homes must come the 
church of to-morrow. 

What kind of parents are we, do we 
take an active part in protesting against 
the things in our community which tend 
to ruin the spiritual life of our young 
people. Are we sacrificing our young 
people over here in order to gather in 
money to help our boys over there, must 
there be that dance in order to get a 
little to give to the Red Cross, or to 
get that skating rink going, this is some- 
thing that is well worth thinking about 
now that God has so richly blessed us 
with good crops and prices. 

Noiy let us look a little at the import¬ 
ance of christians' banding to-gether for 
public worship, namely having the home 
in the church. Church attendance should 
be greatly improved in many places. To 
Christians it should be an expression of a 
deep spiritual necessity, to attend Services, 
no one should be absent from the house 
of God, except by compelling necessity, 
first of all for the blessing he himself 
may receive from the service, but also for 
the sake of setting a good example and 
finally as an encouragement to the pastor. 
We have a good reason to believe that 
there is more spiritual life in a con¬ 
gregation, when the members go regularly 
to the house of God, and attentively take 
part in the divine Services and acts. A 
great defect in our congregations is the very 
scant use of the Lords Supper, there may 
be various reasons for this. We are so apt 
to look upon this more as an act of judg- 
ment and an act of grace. We find this 
even amongst christians. May God grant 
that also this may become a spiritual 
necessity to our christian men and women 
and also our confirmed youth. Just how 
much do you expect to get from your 
church? I think we receive as much as 
we put into it. The church has just what 
we need for spiritual growth. The church 
has just what we need for spiritual growth. 
The church can be called a container, 
where we can go and be filled and if we 
go with that attitude we will get the 
needed nourishment for our soul. If you 
went to the well for water and carried your 
pail home empty what would people think 
of you, yet isn’t that the way many go 
home from church. Their minds are so 
filled with the cares of this world and 
it maybe that they stayed up too late 
Saturday evening, so that they slept hrough 
most of the service, then the' Pastor gets 
the blame because his sermons are not 
interesting enough. So when we go to 
church service let us go with a prayer- 
ful attitude, pray for the pastor and our¬ 
selves and when we sing those beautiful 
hymns of ours, let us really feel them and 
sing from the heart. If we wotld only 
do this we would soon see a change in 
the spiritual life of our congregations. May 
we then be obedient to the holy spirit so 
that he can work in and through us, so 
that conditions in c-- congregations may 
become more and more like that of the 
early chrisians

A Message to Church Organists 
“TAKE MY HANDS”

What an exultant hymn, and how often 
it has surged through the hearts, and the 
voices of those who are in His holy temple! 

Yet, how often, too, it has been just 
another hymn that has dragged through 
to a dirgelike finish. Congregations have 
apathetically closed their hymnaries upon 
it, and upon others. More than we should 
like to admit, the church organist has been 
to blame. Perhaps it has been lack of 
technical skill, but perhaps it has been 
lack of that more essential desire to “Praise 
Him with stringed instruments and organs. 

Praise Him upon the loud cymbals: Praise 
Him upon the high sounding cymbals. Let 
everything that hath breath praise the 
Lord: Praise ye the Lord.” 

Whether we sit before a small reed or¬ 
gan or at the console of a magnificent pipe 
organ, the spiritual attitude of the church 
organist will be evident in the music. If 
we have placed our fingers upon the key- 
board with the prayer, “Take my hands, 
and let them be consecrated, Lord, to 
Thee,” the congregation will know it. 

Likewise will the congregation sense we 
are there because it means a little salary, 
or an opportunity to “keep up” with our 
study of music. 

Noiv to His temple draw near! Join me 
in glad adoration! Is it His temple,-or 
merely a church builded by human hands, 
and housing an altar, and pews, and the 
organ? If the latter is our idea, what a 
pitiful parody of the “real thing” then, 
being an organist, is for us! 

No, we are there to worship God, to 
help others to praise Him in His holy 
temple. It is well for us to sit down 
before the instrument which has been 
entrusted to our care and keeping, humbly, 
with the petition in our hearts that we 
forget all desire to flauflt our own skill, 
and to give instead, a gift of music to 
be placed upon His altar. If we are there 
to praise Him, we will Seek to improve 
our technique for surely only our best 
should be offered in His service; but that 
technique will be baptized in a desire to 
play to His glory and honor alone. 

As church organists, we find ourselves 
under close scrutiny and observation, and 
subject to criticism of both our music and 
our personalities. In the same congrega¬ 
tion will be found those who think we 
play “too loud” or “not loud enough”; 

“too slow” and “too fast”. We cannot 
turn a deaf ear to these criticisms, nor can 
we pay too much • attention to them. But 
it is well for us “to take it to the Lord 
in prayer.” 

How disappointing it is to come into 
a church where the organist rustles ost- 
entatiously through her music, during pray- 
ers, or other lapses in the service where 
her attention is not directly required. The 
church becomes less the Lord’s holy temple 
to the man in the pew when the organist 
shows a disturbing indifference to her 
sacred trust, and takes time out to primp, 
or to look bored because she’s immune to 
the message from the pulpit. (She may 
have been hired because the Music Board 
was impressed with her proficiency in 
executing the renowned Bach.) Then there 
is the nervous, or self-important, organist 
who must always be arranging his music, 
setting and re-setting stops. It is true that 
a variety of music must sometimes be used 
for a single service, but it is usually pos-

“FEAR NOT, LITTLE FLOCK” 

(Luke 12:32) 

Rev. 2:4 reminds us that “He that is 
FAITHFUL unto death shall be GIVEN 
the Crown of Life.” 

FAITHFULNESS counts as a high 
priority with our Lord. Have we, as a 
nation and people, been faithful in the “few 
things” mentioned in Matt. 25:21? One 
of the foremost of these is the “Training 
up of the child in the way he should go, 
so that when he is old he will not depart 
therefrom”. (Eph. 22:6) We are quite 
definite with our children, even from ear- 
liest years, when teaching them, for inst- 
ance, about matches; for we know that a 
single match can kindle a very great fire 
and, very often, destroy both the user and 
others. We should be as definite about the 
kindlings of sin in this world! 

Are we Lutherans aware of the many 
homes where the children are treated more 
or less like stock; fed and housed; but 
otherwise turned loose to shift for them- 
selves far into the night while the parents 
are busy with their various pursuits? It 
is generally admitted that the present wave 
of juvenile delinquency is the result of 
wrong teachings. To “Offend one of these 
LITTLE ONES THAT BELIEVE IN 
ME” (Matt. 18:16) is a very serious mat¬ 
ter. Children are a very real part of the 
nations, and our Lord commanded to 
“Baptize and to teach”. Are we as a na¬ 
tion, zealous of the Lord’s commands in 
our day; or are we falling for the bait that 
the forces of darkness are holding out to 
us in our day; pleasure, and MORE 
PLEASURE, even when whole sides of our 
largest papers are filled with the names of 
our loved and known ones dying on the 
battle fields that we might have the free- 
dom denied to so many, under tyrant power 
today? Nero is said to have piped when 
Rome burned; but what do we see about 
us in the present crisis? Shall we be 
“weighed in the balances and found want- 
ing” also? (Dan. 5:27) 

How many parents today, for instance, 
inquire about the religious convictions of 
the teachers in their public schools under 
whose influence the children sit, five days 
in a week? Are the teachers going to be 
re-hired, who publicly and privately scoff 
at our Church and its teachings? This 
is a point worth investigation in our day. 
(We praise the Lord that we have Christian 
schools where it is possible to have our 
children under the right Christian influ¬ 
ence.) Have you come to the point where 
you are willing “to take the child and 
flee”? The spiritual life of our children 
is at stake! 

How many fathers and mothers, nowa- j 
days, have time to go over the Sunday 
School lessons with their tiny children, 
even though text books have never been 
more helpful to parents and child alike? 
We hear much these days about co-opera- 
tion, but what about the co-operation be- 
tween Church and Home? 

In Gen. 18:18 our Lord could say: — 
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for I KNOW him (Abraham) that he will 
command his children, and his household 
after him; and they shall keep the way 
of the Lord; to do justice and judgment; 
that the Lord may bring upon Abraham 
that which He hath spoken of him.” Will 
PAENTS rise from sleep and (Is. 57:14) 
“take up the stumbling blocks out of the 
way of the people? or are the short pleas- 
ures of sin so attractive that we, as a na¬ 
tion, and people must perish? That, to say 
the least, would not “be profitable for us”. 
May the Lord give us Grace, while it is yet 
day, to “weep over Jerusalem”! (Luke 19: 
41); or else the “handwriting on the wall” 
(Dan. 5:27) is plain. 2 Chron. 7:14 
says:-— If my people which are called by 
my name, shall humble themselves and 
pray and seek my face, and turn from their 
wicked ways, then will I hear from Heaven 
and forgive their sins, and heal their land.” 
“Man’s extremity is God’s opportunity!” 
All other escapes are but the delusions of 
the prince of this world. 

Let us not be afraid of being called “nar- 
row-minded”. The company may be fewer 
on the narrow way (Matt. 7:14) but we 
won’t notice it when Jesus is there! Let 
us say with Paul in Romans 8: 35-39: — 
Who shall separate us from the love of 
Christ? shall tribulation or distress, or per- 
secution, or famine, or nakedness or peril 
or sword? as it is written, For Thy sake 
we are killed all day long; we are counted 
as sheep for the slaughter. Nay, in all 
these things we are more than conquerors 
through Him who loved us- For I am 
persuaded that neither death, nor life, nor 
angels, nor principalities, nor powers, nor 
things present, nor things to come, nor 
height, nor depth, nor any other creature, 
shall be able to separate us from the Love 
of God, which is in Jesus Christ our Lord”. 

We may, like Gideon’s Band, be few in 
number. (Judges 7:7); but let us remem- 
ber that the Church marches forward on 
the feet of its children, like the Israelites 
(Deut. 1:39) into the Promised Land! Let 
us also remember that what we do, (Matt. 
18:5) for a child in Jesus’ Name is as be¬ 
ing done unto Him. Even the “giving of 
a cup of could water, in His name shall 
not lose its reward. (Matt. 10:42); how 
much more so shall those be rewarded who 
take up the work” of feeding the Lambs 
(John 21:15); in the home and in the 
Sunday School; and in the vacation 
schools and otherwise. 

By God’s Grace the “little flock” are 
the “people of the future”. It is the Fath- 
er’s good pleasure to GIVE them the King¬ 
dom. Contemplate that day! Till then, 
our Lord shall supply all our need. Let us, 
as a nation, and especially as Lutherans, 
rise up and serve the Lord!

From the His tory Department 

Remove not the ancient landmark, 
which thy fathers have set.” Ij^pv. 22:28. 

“It is only as it should be that we re¬ 
member the heritage that is ours, and pay 
a loving tribute to the mothers of the pio- 
neer age. They laid the foundation of 
Christian living upon which we build to¬ 
day. Many have built on that foundation, 
and the work has expanded until we see it 
as it is today.” 

For some years past we have tried to 
interest the women in recording the his- 
tories of the Ladies Aids- We would like 
a record of the organizers, members, of- 
ficers of the pioneer aids, so we may pre¬ 
serve these for the future generations. 
There are many interesting events if we 
would but take the time to put them down 
on paper and send them in to the Circuit 
and District Historians. Try to get some 
older people to tell you about the early 
days. They can remember events of years 
ago and love to tell them. One lady was 
telling me last spring of the early days here 
in Camrose. Let me quote: — “They de- 
cided they wanted a church building. The 
Ladies Aid had just organized, so there 
was not a great deal of money, but the 
men hauled the stones for foundation, lum- 


ber and gave their work gratis. Then sett- 
lers, pouring in, had no place to stay and 
might stay around a few days. They were 
enticed into helping erect the church and 
were taken to the homes for meals and 
lodging. The women did all the work at 
home so the men could labor on the church, 
so the women helped build the church^ 
though indirectly.” 

Just before going to the States this sum¬ 
mer, I received four histories from the 
Yorkton Circuit. One tells of the early 
days driving as far as ten miles to Ladies 
Aid with oxen and wagon; taking the oil 
cloth from the kitchen table along, so the 
family might be protected should it rain. 
A smudge in a pail was also carried along 
in the wagon if the mosquitoes should be¬ 
come too bad. It was an all day affair, 
not only for the women, but for the men 
and children as well—dinner and lunch 
were served—and no house was “too small” 
for the Aid. 

The Ladies Aid of Plain View, Sask. had 
seven charter members — have worked 
thirty-eight years — only one of them left. 
Mrs- Mathew Wing, the first president; and 
she is still a member of the Aid. Eight 
members have come and gone. Present 
membership is eleven — three members 
have moved away but are still contributing 
to the Ladies Aid. 

One of these histories tell of a president 
who has served fifteen years. One Ladies 
Aid has two charter members who have 
held offices almost continually for forty 
years. I am quoting this so you ladies 
will see how easy it is to sit down and 
write a history of your Ladies Aid. Tell 
of the pastors who have served — of things 
cf interest that have happened. One thing 
happens in a community that is of special 
interest; in another, something entirely 
different — we get these accounts together 
and they will make very interesting read- 
ing for the coming generation, and we keep 
the memoriees of 'those who have started 
the work and it inspires us to keep on, so 
the work will grow and souls may be won 
for God. 

The history department feel there are 
women whose biographies should be written 
as they have done outstanding work in our 
church. Might I suggest the first officers 
of the W.M.F. and some other women 
who have left their mark and are no longer 
with us. Our church is quite young as 
compared to the church in the States; they 
ask for biographies of the workers before 
1900; we would have few, if any, before 
that time, but we have women also here 
who should not be forgotten. Of course, 
their work will be remembered because 
work done in love and faith lives on, but 
some record should be kept. It would be 
nice if a friend or daughter write the bio- 
graphy and send it to me- 

I would also ask that each Circuit his- 
torian write me a card giving name and 
address, the Circuit you represent, as I 
would like to write each one of you and 
get a report on your work. 

I have now forty-two histories. There 
are about two hundred Ladies Aids in the 
District. I know we are all very busy 
these days. We have more work than we 
can do in our own homes — there is also 
so much outside the home to do — church 
work as well as war work, and our own 
boys to write and send goodies to, so as 
to lighten their heavy burden. Would it 
not be possible to get busy now and write 
a history of your own Ladies Aid, if one 
has not been written? Please do — let us 
double or treble the number of histories till 
we meet at our District Convention in 1945. 
Remember I can do nothing without your 
co-operation. 

And those of you who have already writ¬ 
ten your history, add more from time to 
time. Perhaps some very interesting events 
have transpired since you sent yours in; 
if so, add another paragraph or page and 
send it in, so the history may be complete. 
When I read of the twenty-fifth or thirty 
years celebrations of the congregations, I 
wish the Ladies Aid of that congregation 
celebrating would write its history and send 
it in. That is a good time to do it.
